had a front of 150 fest on Roce street, and ex-
tended to Cherry, a distanee of 3% feet, The
structure was of Irnme work, covered with cor-
rugated sheets of thin iron, and during the pro-
gross of the fire these fell one by one o the

round, leaving the shell of the bailding stand-
g for some time after the roof hoad fallen in,
Althonglh intended ns a Skating Rink, it was
used for that purpose but a few thies during the
winter. A velocipede schiool was opened in i
about three months ngo, and 1 was still nsed for
that purpose when it waus destroyed. The prin-
cipal entertaloment given in the boilding was
that on Monday evening, nnder the auspices of
the Odd Fellows.  The bullding was owned by a
stock compoany, and cost about FH0,000, on
which there is an Insuranee of =40 000, The in-
tense heat placed the sartounding property 1o
great jeopardy, but, owing to the exertions ol
the firemen, no damage wns done beyond  the
destruction of the RKink. The Swedenborzian
church on Cherry street was ot one time in great
doanger, but the severnl strenms of water on it
saved i,
